JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. t fP). -

day after 64 days of futile tunnel¬ 
ing beneath the walls. 

Prison guards ended 22-year-old 
Fred Turner's strange subterrane¬ 
an existence when the youth broke 
through the surface outside the 
prison after burrowing 140 feet. 
Tipped off to the escape attempt 
by e. source Warden J. M. Sanders 
refused to disclose, guards were 
waiting at the tunnel mouth. 

Since Oct. 4 when he vanished 
from his cell, Turner had lived 
day and night underground. The 
tunnel started in a plumbing area- 
wav between two cells. Dirt was 
scattered in the areaway as it was 
brought from the tunnel. 

Turner was supplied with food 
and clothing by two cellmates, Ev¬ 
erett Stewart, 29, and Mike Kauss- 
man, 22, who also helped dig at 
night but returned to their cells 
during the day. 

A screw driver, two cold chisels 
and a hammer were the only tools 
Turner had. He spent more than a 
week boring through the eight- 
foot stone outer wall of the prison. 
While living in the tunnel, Turner 
lost 30 pounds in weight. 

He told officials rain filled the 
tunnel several times, delaying 
progress. During the relays he 
carved three wooden pistols to be 
used in the break. A string of 14 
lights hooked into the prison 
lighting circuit illuminated the 
tunnel. 


WASHINGTON. UPl—Senate in¬

000,000. The bonds were issued by

The stock was voted “by proxy,” 
Potter explained, quickly adding 
that the proxies were “not cigar 
store Indians.” 

“They were dummies?” asked 
Chairman Wheeler (D., Mont.) of 
the investigating committee.

Potter answered, "but they were 
actual persons — clerks in our 
organization.”

controlled production, crop insur¬ 
ance, the ever normal granery, and 
other subjects essential to agri¬ 
cultural welfare. 

The plan for crop insurance, as 
outlined by Wallace, would pro¬ 
vide for the accumulation of re¬ 
stive supplies of commodities dur¬ 
ing the good crop years,’ to be 
drawn upon in time of scarcity by 
farmers who had paid their insur¬ 
ance premiums in kind. 

Two resolutions affecting the 
California fishing industry and the 
operation of floating sardine reduc¬ 
tion plants failed of adoption and 
were referred to the board of di¬ 
rectors for further investigation. 

Resolutions Adopted 

Among the resolutions passed 
were: 

“Agriculture must be kept free 
from imposition of the hiring halls 
and the closed shop.” 

"We oppose the use of funds, in¬ 
tended for poor and needy, for the 
relief of unemployed participating 
in strikes, or for those who vol¬ 
untarily refuse employment. 

Reaffirmation of “our support 
of the now existing California 
criminal syndicalism act.” 

Recommendation that "authori¬ 
ties take immediate steps to de¬ 
port all aliens convicted of sub¬ 
versive activity.

You know, King Edward VII, the 
present king’s grandfather, proph- 
ecied that King Edward VIII 
would be the last king of England. 
That’s why the situation is so 
serious to the English people." 

Frank Lansdown, Englishman— 
“I don’t think a man has to give 
up his personal rights when he be¬ 
comes a king, but he should not 
fall down on a job for which he 
has been trained all of his life. I 
do not have enough information 
regarding his romance to express 
an opinion as to whether I approve 
of it.” 

Capt. George A. Portus, Laguna 
Beach, Englishman—"I think the 
English people are capable of run¬ 
ning their own business. If he 
wants to marry Mrs. Simpson I 
think he should abdicate. The 
king is head of the English church, 
which does not approve of divorce 
except for adultery. I don’t see 
how he can remain head of the 
church and be king of England if 
he marries Mrs. Simpson. He is 
no better than any other man in 
that respect." 

C. B. Diehl, whose wife is Eng¬ 
lish-born—“The situation involves 
jserious political and economic 
problems. I think the king should 
sacrifice the woman now in his 
life for the good of the people of 
England. Americans cannot un¬ 
derstand the situation in England, 
where tradition means so much. 
We here are unable to judge be¬ 
cause our environment has been so 
different.”

Community sing¬ 
ing was directed by Herbert 
Kenny. Harry C. Westover, state 
senator-elect, and Steele Finley, 
supervisor-elect, were presented. 
The main speaker of the evening 
was Captain Brunton. 

Captain Brunton talked on the 
economics of the Townsend plan. 
He said he believed he was quali¬ 
fied to talk on that subject, hav¬ 
ing been speaking for the Town¬ 
send plan since April 15, 1934, and 
having taught economics in bis 
school work over a period of 30 
years. He told of the disastrous 1 
effects of the depression on the 
moral standards of the unemployed 
young folk of the nation, deplored 
the report of the American Bar 
association meeting in Milwaukee 
last year that our crime bill had 
been approximately 819.000,000,000 
and that it was estimated that in 
1936 it would mount to $23,000,- 
000,000. This, he said, was due in 
large measure to unemployment. 

He said there was great senti¬ 
ment in the United States, grow¬ 
ing every day, favorable to the 
Townsend plan becoming law. He 
thought the $200 per month an¬ 
nuity necessary to insure the un¬ 
employed being given employment 
at proper wages. He cited figures 
to show that the buying power re¬ 
sulting from the Townsend an¬ 
nuities would accelerate produc¬ 
tion and business employment, and 
illustrated advantages of the 
Townsend plan over the security 
measure as a recovery measure 
and business stimulant. He said 
"a fundamental principle of eco¬ 
nomics was that consumption must 
equal production." He indicated 
that the people’s lack of buying 
power made inoperative this prin¬ 
ciple of economies, and said the 
principle must become operative 
again before recovery could be en¬ 
joyed in the nation. 

Captain Brunton told of the at¬ 
tempts made by former President 
Hoover and by President Roose¬ 
velt to balance purchasing power 
with production, and of their fail¬ 
ure to achieve it. He said he was 
cf the opinion that both had been 
sincere in their attempts, but had 
nevertheless failed. He compared 
the workings of the security meas¬ 
ure with that of the Townsend 
plan, saying that under the pres¬ 
ent security measure the citizen 
pays a tax of 3 per cent of what 
he earns. The Townsend plan, he 
pointed out, will emphasize eon- 
sumption, which automatically

N EW YORK. (7P1—The move to abolish the stymie 
from American golf, and thus take a step away 
from the regulations of the rock-ribbed Royal and 
Ancient of Great Britain, is vigor¬ 
ously opposed by John G. Jackson, 
president of the United States Golf 
association. 

Jackson says flatly he favors re¬ 
tention of the stymie as a spectacu¬ 
lar part of the game. He has wit¬ 
nessed and officiated in many im¬ 
portant matches in which a stymie 
shot was the highlight. 

As Old as Golf 

'HE stymie to him is a traditional 
factor in golf. It goes back to 
the beginnings of the game in Scot¬ 
land. One of the earliest published 
stymie rulings, made when each dis¬ 
trict of Scotland had its own golf 
JOHN C. JACKSON ] a ws, is cited: 

“Laws of golf to be observed by the Society 
of Golfers at Aberdeen, 1783: 

“If two balls happen to lie so near to one an¬ 
other as six inches, or less, the ball nearest the 
hole shall bo taken up till the other be played.” 
This golf law published in Scotland 153 years age 
has been modernized only in its terminology, and it 
is significant to note that in neither the old stymie 
rule nor in the present U. S. G. A. rules is the stymie 
mentioned as such, except in a footnote appended 
to the latter. There is, of course, the quite apparent 
implication that the ball is to’ be played from tee to 
cup without being lifted. The U. S. G-A. rule reads: 



RULE 31 

Ball Within Six Inches, Lifted 

(1) When the balls lie within six inches of 
each other on the Putting-Green (the distance 
to be measured from their nearest points), the 
bail lying nearer to the hole may, at the option 
of either the player or the opponent, be lifted 
until the other ball is played, and the lifted ball 
shall then be replaced as near as possible to the 
place where it lay. 

If either ball be accidentally moved in com¬ 
plying with this rule, no penalty shall be in¬ 
curred, and the ball so moved shall be replaced. 

A player is laid a stymie if on the putting- 
green the opponent’s ball lies in the line of his 
putt to the hole, provided the balls be not within 
six inches of each other. U. S. G. A. 

U. S. G.A. May Rule 

T HE stir over the stymie which revived when 
Johnny Fischer defeated Jock McLean for the 
1936 American amateur championship, with a stymie 
as the decisive break, may be silenced one way or 
another when the U. S. G. A. holds its annual meeting 
early in January. 

A fall meeting of the 13-member executive com¬ 
mittee was held in mid-November. Another will be 
held just before the general meeting. The contro¬ 
verted stymie issue has been discussed and debated 
in the last several executive huddles but never put to 
a vote on the floor, although it has been discussed 
there by the delegates. 

President Jackson, who is "very strongly and em¬ 
phatically in favor of the stymie,” says that if a 
compromise becomes necessary he favors amendment 
of the rule to provide that a golfer be compelled only 
to play a self-laid stymie.

Coaches Iron Out Troubles 


PASADENA. (TP)—Trouble spots 
of the Pacific Coast conference 
were ironed out today, and dele¬ 
gates turned homeward after their 
annual winter meeting. 

Concluding thfe two-day session 
with sharp action in the now 
famed "Dana case,” the conference 
voted to hold the spring gathering 
in Portland, June 1 and 2. 

Commissioner of Officials Herb 
Dana, who provoked a storm of 
controversy last spring when he 
refused to place the name of C. M. 
(Bob) Evans on the list of eligible 
officials, was ordered last night to 
replace Evans on the list. 

The action, originating in the 
managers’ association and ratified 
by the faculty committee, proved 
the high light of the day’s pro¬ 
ceedings and climaxed numerous 
closed-door discussions. 

Earlier in the day Dana had 
scored a point when his new list 
of proposed grid officials, with 
Evans’ name conspicuously miss¬ 
ing, was approved by the coaches' 
section of the conference. 


The final action saw the passage 
of a resolution reading: 

"The elimination of any official 
from the master list through con¬ 
troversial reason must be pre¬ 
sented to a joint meeting of the 
managers and coaches by the com¬ 
missioner of officials." 

Dana declined to comment on 
the action, but said he might have 
something to say after he had re¬ 
ceived "formal” information from 
the conference. 

"The conference action today 
adopting definite procedure for the 
selection and assignment of offi¬ 
cials eliminates the possibility of 
future misunderstanding between 
officials, the commissioner of offi¬ 
cials and the conference,” said a 
statement from the delegates. 

Prof. Hugh C. Willett of the 
University of Southern California 
was reelected president of the con¬ 
ference, and Ken Priestly of Cali¬ 
fornia was elected president of the 
managers’ association, succeeding 
Willis O. Hunter of U. S. C. 

Los Angeles was awarded the 
conference track meet May 28-29.

Southwest Elevens Pass

With Ball, AP Finds

showing a steady trend toward the 
more open,

Don McCallister of South Caro¬ 
lina struck a happy phrase when 
he suggested football offensives 
had become so unorthodox that 
the players considered it was "all 
right to do anything, anywhere, 
anytime.” 

More Passes Used 

Reports from the southwest in¬ 
dicated teams there were using 
just about as many passing as 
running plays. Vanderbilt, under 
Ray Morrison, former Southern 
Methodist coach, reported using 
more passes than ever before, 15 
to 20 a game. 

Hand in hand with increased use 
of the aerial attack, the Rocky 
Mountain conference noted, went 
higher scoring. There were eight 
games in that sector in which the 
losers scored at least two touch¬ 
downs, twice as many as in 1935. 

Bill Alexander of Georgia Tech 
was one experienced observer, 
however, who viewed the trend 
with a different slant. 

"It seemed to me,” he said, 
“that the teams in this section 
that were losing were throwing 
more passes and the teams that 
were winning were more conserva¬ 
tive and more effective with their 
passing game.” 

Jock Sutherland, Pitt’s veteran 
coach, was another who took the 
variant viewpoint. 

"The tendency by most teams," 
Sutherland declared, "was to open 
up and brighten their running at¬ 
tacks to obtain the same 'spread¬ 
ing effect’ on the defense once 
sought by passes. The tendency 
now is toward delayed plays, re¬ 
verses and spinners.” 

Laterals in Far West 

Except in the Far West, the 
lateral pass seemed to have fallen 
into disfavor. Babe Hollingbery 
of Washington State reported the 
“mania for laterals is dying out" 
but he was almost alone in that 
opinion in the Far West. Wash¬ 
ington, for instance, beat U. C. L. 
A. and California with lateral 
passing plays. 

One Michigan State observer 
thought there never had been so 
many fumbles, due perhaps to the 
increase in the fake pass and 
similar plays involving one-hand 
ball carrying. 

Among the other general trends 
noted by one or more of the ob¬ 
servers participating in the poll 
were: 1, Better kicking; 2, 
Heavier schedules with fewer 
"breathers”; 3, More end and 
tackle - around plays; 4, More 
multiple passes behind the line of 
scrimmage; 5, More frequent use 
of two complete, alternating 
teams.

NEW YORK. (IP) — Step 
one in the campaign to clip 
the all-powerful wings of 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, 
czar of baseball, has been 
completed. Over the dynamic 
commissioner’s protest, the maj¬ 
ors have joined the minors in vot¬ 
ing to recommend to clubs of low¬ 
er classification all the players 
they want without telling him 
about it. 

Next, unless all signs fail and 
the commissioner, stops the rush, 
will come a movement to cancel 
the sandlot rule from the base¬ 
ball statutes. This would permit 
major leaguers to raid the fertile 
ivory fields without running the 
risk of losing a good ball player 
— a risk that confronts the Cleve¬ 
land Indians in the renowned Fel¬ 
ler case. 

Times have changed. So has 
the use of Landis’ whip. 

When the commissioner was 
named in 1921, the minor leagues 
were fighting for their existence, 
with the majors and their bulging 
i bankrolls endangering the little 
fellows. Then came the farm sys- 
1 terns to change all that and to 
paint a far different picture. 

Today, estimates the minor 
league commissioner, W. G. Bram- 
ham all except about 10 of the 
86 minor league clubs are owned 
by or have working agreements 
with major league teams. Hence, 
what’s good for the majors is good 
for the minors. The majors do 
not want the sandlot rule, which 
forbids a big league representa¬ 
tive from signing up a player be¬ 
fore he has signed a minor league 
contract. 

Landis, who never before lost 
a battle in his near 16 years of 
czardom, now has lost three with¬ 
in six days. At Montreal, tha 
minors first accepted then unani¬ 
mously rejected his proposal to 
submit full information to him on 
any players recommended by a 
major to a minor league club. Yes¬ 
terday both the National and 
American league turned down the 
same proposal. 

With the commissioner losing 
ground, speculation reached a new 
high today in the case of Boh 
Feller, miracle schoolboy pitcher 
owned by Cleveland. Landis re¬ 
tained his usual silence, however, 
and no one knew what to expect. 
Two decisions were open: To 
name Feller the property of Cleve¬ 
land, or to rule him a free agent 
on the grounds the Indians vio¬ 
lated the major-minor agreement 
by signing him off the sandlots. 

Meanwhile the big league play¬ 
er mart was dead except for the 
sale of Infielder Lou Chiozza to 
the Giants by the Phillies and a 
three-cornered deal whereby the 
veteran pitcher, Earl Whitehill, 
goes from Washington to the Chi¬ 
cago White Sox in exchange for 
Jack Salveson, a night baseball 
hurler of merit recalled from Los 
Angeles.

Colleges Quietly Discuss Subsidizing, Recruiting 


By HERBERT BARKER 

NEW YORK. (TP)—A discreet 
silence marks the current attitude 
of this country’s colleges toward 
those old bugbears, subsidizing and 
recruting. 

In the Big Ten and the South¬ 
ern conference, both subjects ei¬ 
ther have, or will, come up for 
formal discussion but elsewhere 
there was small response to a 
nationwide Associated Press poll 
designed to discover just what 
developments could be expected 
along these lines. 

Violating in ‘Spirit’ 

The Southern conference has 
just completed its first football 
season under the “Graham plan” 
—aimed at elimination of subsidi¬ 
zation and recruting—will decide 
its fate in annual sessions Fri¬ 
day and Saturday at Richmond. 


Forest Fletcher, of Washington 
and Lee, president of the con¬ 
ference, said that all members of 
the conference have been violat¬ 
ing the plan in "spirit” and that 
he will seek its abolishment. 

The Big Ten turned down the 
"Reynolds plan” for a legalized 
modified subsidization the other 
day, 9 to 1. 

Tthe Southeastern conference 
which adopted a controlled schol¬ 
arship plan a year ago plans no 
drastic changes, although an 
amendment is to be presented at 
the annual meeting this week to 
break up the practice, reported at 
a few schools, of inviting pros¬ 
pective freshmen early and taking 
the pick of the lot. 

From Montana came a direct 
charge of subsidizing and recruit¬ 
ing. 

"All of the good athletes in this 


state are approached by outside 
institutions and given induce¬ 
ments with which we cannot hope 
to compete,” a representative for 
one Montana school said. “We are 
lorced, even to get average ma¬ 
terial, to go after boys and make 
inducements to get them to come 
here.” 

University of Iowa alumni have 
organized to "sell the uneversity 
to Iowa high school students” but 
this group will be careful to avoid 
any connection with subsidizing 
and recruiting. 

Five-Point Scheme 

Dr. F. C. (Phog) Allen, athletic 
director of the University of Kan¬ 
sas, has come up with a five-point 
scheme of his own which he hopes 
will be taken up by the American 
association of university and col¬ 
lege presidents. His plan, briefly 
lines up like this: 

1. Athletic competition In the 


major universities would be lim¬ 
ited to two years. 

2. Athletic competition 1 n 
smaller schools (now permitting 
four-year play) would be lim¬ 
ited to three years. 

3. Adoption of a national no¬ 
transfer rule to eliminate 
“tramp” athletes. 

■1. Scheduling of games be¬ 
tween schools of different rank 
would be prohibited. 

5. Eligibility would be predi¬ 
cated on a student's advance¬ 
ment toward a degree rather 
than on the basis of "outmoded 
definitions of amateur and pro¬ 
fessional.” 

"Is there any particular differ¬ 
ence," asks Allen, "between earn¬ 
ing money in summer by carrying 
ice or playing on a baseball team? 
Who ever heard of a glee club 
member being rated professional 
for singing for pay at a funeral.”

City Park Plan Beaten 
By Small Margin In 
Heavy Balloting 

FULLERTON.—The city of Ful¬ 
lerton may not have a new $40,000 
city hall, it was indicated here to¬ 
day, following action of voters in 
approving an ordinance which 
closed Commonwealth park to con¬ 
struction of the proposed building 
there. 

Opponents of the park plan won 
their fight against the proposal of 
three members of the city council 
that a portion of the park prop¬ 
erty be used as a site for the civic 
building, with 1305 voters approv¬ 
ing the ordinance and 1212 oppos¬ 
ing it. 

The vote climaxed a bitter fight 
over disposition of the new struc¬ 
ture which originally was planned 
for a site on West Whiting avenue, 
but later was changed by a major¬ 
ity of the council to the park 
property. The new ordinance now- 
closes the park to all public build¬ 
ings. 

City officials today were puz¬ 
zled as to status of a federal grant 
for construction of the building. 
The project was held up once when 
the site was changed, and leaders 
today were wondering if a further I 
delay will be granted. 

Residents now are anxiously 
awaiting ‘further action by the 
council on some other site for the 
building. The city board will meet 
Monday evening to canvass the 
vote, and again Tuesday for a 
regular session. At this time, other 
plans for the city hall may be dis¬ 
cussed, it was reported today.

The persimmon business had its 
complications yesterday.

Santa Ana figures compared fa¬ 
vorably with other cities of simi¬ 
lar size in rate of increase and 
total permits issued. This city’s 
total at the end of 11 months is 
$1,055,197 as compared with $913,- 
434 at. the same time in 1935, a 
gain of $141,763. 

Riverside, a city of similar size, 
now has permits aggregating 
$824,052 as compared with $775.- 
880 in 1935, an increase of $48,172. 
Santa Ana's total came close to 
the Santa Barbara figure, which 
stands at $1,114,427 now as com¬ 
pared with $576,569 in 1935, a gain 
of $537,858. At Huntington Park, 
the total for 11 months is $1,291,- 
648, as compared with $818,409 
last year, an increase of $473,599 
for the year. 

Laguna Beach shows permits al¬ 
most double those of last year. The 
total now is $737,530 as compared 
with $375,987 last year, a gain of 
$361,543. Newport Beach also re¬ 
corded a large gain, now having 
permits amounting to $697,263 as 
compared with $451,708 in 1935. 
Gains also were evident in Hunt¬ 
ington Beach, where permits now 
aggregate $122,157 as compared to 
$91,297 in November, 1935. Seal 
Beach reported gains of 1000 per 
cent, now having a total of $86,- 
665 as compared with $8903 last 
year. 

Fullerton gains were large, the 
total now being $722,604 as com¬ 
pared with but $162,153 at the 
same time last year. Anaheim fig¬ 
ures showed a decrease over last 
year. In that city the total now 
is $372,620 as compared with

SAN FRANCISCO UP ).—A six- 
width highway across the United 
States was termed “both a politi¬ 
cal and economic impossibility at 
the present time” by W. C. Mark¬ 
ham of Washington, D. C., in ad¬ 
dressing the convention of the 
American Association of State 
Highway Officials here. 

The secretary said the six- 
width idea was no more practical 
"than one advanced by the same 
group of financiers 16 years ago 
that the federal road expenditures 
be confined to a single highway 
extending from ocean to ocean.” 

Summarizing the achievements 
of the state highway departments 
this year the secretary disclosed 
2,456 bridges were constructed, 
480 railroad crossings eliminated 
- -making a total of more than 
7,000 such crossings eliminated 
during the last decade on stats 
systems alone. 

Markham said 25,800 miles of 
improved highways were added to 
the improved mileage In the stats 
systems this year, and stated of 
the 430,000 miles of the system, 
82 per cent are surfaced. 

Reminding his audience im¬ 
proved highways are not possible 
unless someone pays the bill, ths 
secretary defended the gasoline 
tax system, citing the fact there 
were only 80,200 miles of surfaced 
roads of all kinds in 1923 com¬ 
pared to 400,000 surfaced miles to¬ 
day. 


Bagging practically the limit of 
geese and pheasants, H. W. Low, 
Santa Ana branch manager of 
General Petroleum corporation, 
and Sam Barker, deputy sheriff of 
Uplands, recently returned from a 
1,100-mile week-end hunting trip 
near Gridley, Calif., one of the 
principal features of which was 
the remarkable economy record 
with Barker’s Pontiac car. 

“Averaging almost 18 miles to 
the gallon of Mobilgas, and con¬ 
suming less than a quart of Mo- 
biloil for the entire 1,100 miles,” 
says Low, “was the record for the 
trip, which was made at an av¬ 
erage speed of 45 miles an hour. 
No water whatever was added to 
the cooling system. The Pontiac 
car which registered this low con¬ 
sumption of gasoline and oil on a 
long, fast trip, has already been 
driven upwards of 30,000 miles. 
This particular trip was made 
from Santa Ana up through 
Northern California on Highway 
99-E to a point nine miles north¬ 
east of Gridley, a great place for 
hunting.” 

Highlight of the trip, according 
to Low, was a visit to the old 
homestead farm near Gridley of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. D. Barker, father 
and mother of Sam Barker, who 
are now residents of Santa Ana. 
The senior Barker came west with 
a prairie schooner 55 years ago 
and began farming this tract, con¬ 
sisting of 1,800 acres. The place 
is operated today by Marvin Cas¬ 
sidy, who royally entertained the 
hunters. 

Of romantic inteerst in this 
connection is that Mr. and Mrs. 
W. D. Barker recently celebrated 
their fifty-second wedding anni¬ 
versary. a feature of which was 
their first airplane trip, which : 
carried them over the farm and 
enabled them to look down on the 
old log cabin where they were 
married. 

Mr. Barker, sr., who is a per¬ 
sonable gentleman of Daniel 
Boone proportions and ruggedness, 
for many years conducted farm¬ 
ing operations on a large scale. 
He bought and operated the first 
combined cutter, thresher and 
sacker brought to California, a 
combine which was hauled by 32 j 
mules. 

His son, Sam, besides serving as 
deputy sheriff, is following in his 
father's footsteps by farming on a 
large scale. He operates several 
trucks and tractors and takes care 
of the plowing, cultivating and 
smudge pot operations on several 
hundred acres owned by various 
fruit growers of Southern Califor¬ 
nia.

The Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON. — Any proposal 
to revise the war debts is cer¬ 
tain to encounter fierce opposition 
in the senate, but long before the 
issue reaches that point it would 
have to get by some high hurdles 
right within the administration. 

The inner council is sharply di¬ 
vided over the’ matter. One group, 
ied by Secretary Cordell Hull, is 
strongly for negotiating new set¬ 
tlements with the defaulted Euro¬ 
pean debtors. Another, headed 
by Vice President Jack Garner 
heatedly opposes any reopening of 
the issue. 

Hull is chiefly responsible for 
the sudden revival of debt discus¬ 
sion. Fanatic in his desire to push 
his reciprocal trade policy, the 
secretary of state seized on the 
war debts as a lever for new trade 
pacts. 

It was the intimation that war 
debt concessions might be bar¬ 
gained for trade concessions that 
underlay the burst of ballyhoo 
from Paris about French govern¬ 
ment preparations to seek a new 
debt settlement. 

Before the President departed 
for South America, Garner warned 
him against meddling with the war 
debts, ffhe plain-talking Texan 
bluntly asserted this would court 
certain party dissession and po¬ 
litical disaster.

O’CONNOR’S SCALP 

There is more to the fight over 
the Democratic floor leadership of 
the house than the acrimonious 
tussle for the post itself. The 
issue is not entirely the adminis¬ 
tration’s desire to put Representa¬ 
tive Sam Rayburn in this key spot. 

Certain New Dealers also want 
to oust Representative John 
O’Connor, the Texan's leading 
rival, from his strategic position 
as chairman of the powerful rules 
committee. 

This committee controls the leg¬ 
islative program of the house. On 
more than one occasion O’Connor 
has used his position to shelve 
bills he disliked. 

Sponsors of the Guffey coal bill 
largely blame O’Connor for the 
failure of the measure to get 
through last session. 

They assert he stalled it in the 
rules committee so long that the 


adjournment rush was in full 
swing by the time the bill was 
passed by the house and reached 
the senate, allowing its foes to 
axe it by filibuster. 

Undercover resentment against 
O’Connor on this count was one 
of the chief motives behind last 
week's action of the 26 Penn¬ 
sylvania Democratic congressmen, 
who declared for Rayburn. The 
United Mine Workers are a polit¬ 
ical power in the state, and they 
expressed their opposition to 
O’Connor in no uncertain terms. 

The drive to strip O’Connor of 
his rules chairmanship is entirely 
sub rosa. But there are potent 
forces behind it, both in and out 
of the administration. It is not 
unlikely that before O’Connor gets 
through he will find himself fight¬ 
ing not to be floor leader but to 
save his committee chairmanship.

WHEN HAMLET WEPT 

Rear Admiral Harry G. Hamlet 
doesn't know that he came within 
an ace of settling the protracted 
maritime strike. 

The retired commandant of the 
coast guard was sent to San Fran¬ 
cisco as a special emissary of the 
U. S. maritime commission, to see 
if he could obtain an agreement 
between the warring seamen and 
ship operators. 

Hamlet was eager to make good 
on the assignment. He is one of 
the most zealous candidates for 
appointment to the maritime com¬ 
mission. He felt that if he settled 
the strike he would greatly im¬ 
prove his standing in the Presi¬ 
dent's favor. 

As soon as he arrived on the 
Pacific coast, Hamlet summoned 
both sides to a conference. They 
came, but nothing happened. 

For hour Hamlet pleaded and 
argued—but in vain. Neither side 
would yield an inch. And as the 
hours passed the atmosphere of 
the conference became more and 
more tense. 

The strain and the prospect of 
defeat finally overcame Hamlet’s 
emotions. Suddenly, to everyone’s 
astonishment, the sternvisaged, 
elderly officer broke down and 
wept. 

The conferees, after their first 
embarrassed surprise, were deeply 
moved. A noticeable change in 
their attitude became apparent. 
Several remarked that perhaps 
they had been too self-interested, 
that it might be sounder policy 
to yield on some points. 

But at that psychological mo¬ 
ment Hamlet, abruptly, pulled 
himself together, and banging his 
gavel sharply on the table, said 
in a firm voice: 

"Gentlemen, the meeting is ad¬ 
journed.” 

Later one of the conferees said: 
“If the admiral only had realized 
it, he had us going for a few mo¬ 
ments. It’s too bad he didn't shed 
a few more tears. We might 
have reached a basis for agree¬ 
ment.”
